Parking  Problems  at  Junction  Frustrate  Half  Dozen  Towns  and  Hundreds  of  Commuters 


It's  a  dark  winter  morning  with  the 
stars  still  out— or  maybe  a  bright 
summer  morning,  which  is  almost 
as  bad— and  you've  overslept  just 
enough  to  mean  you  probably  can't 
catch  the  6:59  at  the  Junction. 

For  the  next  train— the  7:14— you 
know  you'll  have  to  wait  about  ten 
minutes  to  get  into  a  Junction 
parking  lot.  Sure,  there'll  be  a  space 
tor  you,  but  for  even  later  souls  than 
you,  rushing  tor  the  7:40  or  beyond, 
there  will  be  nothing.  Not  a  slot  in  a 
lot.  They'll  have  to  park,  illegally, 
and  run  the  risk  ot  a  West  Windsor 
ticket. 

Commuter  parking  is  almost 
worse  than  commuting  itselt.  It's  not 
a  very  happy  thing  tor  West  Wind- 
sor, either,  and  Mayor  R  Ray 
Lockhart  of  that  municipality  has 
written  to  the  mayors  of  Princeton 
Borough  and  Township,  East 
Windsor,  Plainsboro,  Lawrence  and 
other  towns  whose  citizens  con- 
verge on  West  Windsor  every  week- 
day morning,  suggesting  that 
commuter  parking  is  a  regional 
responsibility  and  should  be  han- 
dled on  a  regional  basis.  Princeton 


Borough  and  Township  should  take 
the  lead  in  resolving  this  problem, 
Mayor  Lockhart  wrote. 

West  Windsor  cannot  provide 
parking  for  everyone,  he  said. 

Mayor  Lockhart's  letter  was 
prompted  by  the  fact  that  some  1 75 
commuters  had  been  parking  at  the 
Warner  Concrete  Company  on  land 
which  Warner  has  been  leasing 
from  Penn  Central.  But  the  company 
wants  to  raze  the  factory  and  level 
the  ground  before  turning  the 
property  back  to  Penn  Central. 

Cars  were  getting  in  the  way  of 
heavy-duty  moving  equipment,  so 
Warner  simply  barricaded  the  area, 
thereby  diverting  those  1 75  cars  to 
various  other  make-shift  parking 
spots.  Parking  there  was  probably 
illegal  anyway;  and  a  trespass  on 
private  property 

West  Windsor  does,  of  course, 
provide  a  lot  of  parking  for  a  lot  of 


people  who  don't  live  there.  The 
West  Windsor  Parking  Authority, 
formed  in  April  of  1973,  has  a  lot 
accommodating  41 8  cars  at  $5.50  a 
month  each. 

The  Authority  was  formed  to  help 
solve  the  problems  of  1973,  but 
according  to  Carole  Carson,  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Authority,  the 
situation  today  is  once  again  as  bad 
as  it  was  in  '73. 

"We  are  definitely  looking  into  the 
possibility  ol  something  additional," 
Ms.  Carson  says.  "The  property 
we're  interested  in  is  privately 
owned  and  has  a  potential  for  500 
cars,  but  we  won't  know  exactly 
how  many  it  will  take  until  final  plans 
have  been  made."

an  Authority's  condemnation 
powers  and  its  independence 
of  municipal  authority. 
However,  in  West  Windsor, 
the  Authority  cannot  condemn 
land  unless  it  has  specific 
authorization  from  the 
township  committee  for  that 
specific  piece  of  land.

Part  of  it,  in  the  old 
Railway  Express  area,  is 
leased  by  Carmen  (Irish) 
Fasanella  from  Conrad,  and 
commuters  pay  Mr  Fasanella 
to  park  there  at  50*  a  day 
Borough  all-day  meters  in  the 
area,  designed  for  com- 
muters, are  25<  a  day 

Another  parcel  of  land, 
owned  by  Princeton 
University,  is  a  student 
parking  lot.  Under  both 
Borough  and  Township  zoning 
ordinances,  the  University 
had  to  provide  parking  spaces 
in  this  Neighborhood-Business 
zone  when  Princeton  Inn 
College  was  established. 
However,  University  officials 
say  the  lot  is  often  almost 
empty. 

Mayor  Cawley  likes  the  idea 
of  a  park-and-ride  lot  on  Route 
One,  perhaps  where  the  old 
American  Cyanamid  plant  is 
located,  with  an  intermediate 
Dinky  stop  before  Princeton 
Junction.  State  and  county 
money  might  pay  for  this— 
the  state  budt  the  West 
Windsor      Authority      lot.

ANOTHER  BIKE  PATH... 

But  Limited  Protest.  Two 
neighbors  of  the  proposed 
Stockton-Edgerstoune  bike- 
way  showed  up  at  Township 
Hall  last  Wednesday  to  make 
some  suggestions  and  protests 
to  Committee. 

-The  path,  to  be  constructed 
by  the  state  with  state  and 
Federal  money,  would  wind 
along  the  north  side  of 
Stockton  Street  from  Lovers 
Lane  to  Edgerstoune.  It  would 
stop  there,  and  Edgerstoune 
itself  would  be  a  "bikeway"; 
no  path  would  be  built  along 
the  road. 

At  the  dead-end  of  Edger- 
stoune, the  state  would  widen 
the  present  four-foot  bike  path 
that  connects  to  Rosedale 
Road,  to  a  seven-foot  bike 
path.

According  to  Cole  Hayes,  of  Land  Design  Associates, 
Huntington,  Long  Island,  the  state  will  require  the  company 
to  provide  1,900  parking  spaces  for  commuter  parking  only.

Mr.  Hayes  said  the  developers  plan  that  people  would 
come  to  the  convention  center  by  train  from  both  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  eliminating  the  need  for  cars. 

A  building  of  some  four  stories  would  be  for  office  and 
commercial  use.  There  would  also  be  a  railroad  museum. 
Major  access  would  be  from  Alexander  Road,  with  a  tunnel 
under  the  tracks  so  that  visitors  and  passengers  could 
reach  the  north  side. 

The  proposed  center  lies  in  three  different  zones  in  West 
Windsor  Township,  and  officials  say  that  some  17  variances 
would  be  needed.

It's  called  _ 
wheeler,  and  if  you  happen 
to  see  one  of  these  19th 
century  style  bicycles 
weaving  through  the  traffic 
of  Princeton  the  chances 
are  fairly  great  that  the 
rider  will  be  either  Harry 
Mathes,  who  appears  in 
this  photograph,  or  Larry 
Bavala,  his  colleague  at 
the  Princeton  Engineering 
School. 

"You  very  seldom  see

Youthful  musicians  with  their  drums  and  bugles  and 
trumpets  and  tubas  have  been  using  campus  facilities  for 
"band  camps."  intensive  periods  of  musical  practice  and 
marching  drills  that  high  school  band  leaders  apparently 
feel  are  the  best  way  to  sharpen  their  units  for  the  fall 
football  season  The  University  provides  dormitory  space, 
food,  and  acres  of  practice  space  Both  Poe  and  Pardee 
fields  south  of  the  New  New  Quad  have  been  outlined  with 
the  markings  of  football  gridirons  In  case  of  rain  the  bands 
can  practice  in  either  Jadwin  or  Dillon  gymnasiums. 

"The  bands  love  it  here,"  says  Grace  Morrison,  an  ac- 
count representative  with  the  University's  Events  Office, 
which  attempts  to  rent  the  school's  unused  facilities  during 
the  summer
